Where do the dime museums get all tbeir 
“freaks?” The freik“ is a human being, but 
sufficiently unique in some or all of its parts to be 
covsidered a freak of nature, With the birth of 
the dime museum some four years ago, the real 
demand i» America for freaks bezan. Tue 
museums have been great financial successes and 
have spread remarkably. Hardly a city of 25,000 
inbabitants now but has one, and in the largest 
cities there are several in ho: rivalry. Whatever 
else the museum may set forth, the drawing card 
is always some freak or oddity of the human race. 
A Zuiu chief is of great interest, but not a freak; a 
skeleton man is a simon-pure freak. 

With the birth ofthe museum the freaks being 
scarce came at once into the command 
of enormous salaries. Althou:h now 80 greatly 
multiplied, they are still far behind the der aud, 
and fort e rarer class extravagant salaries a & yet 
paid. The publ.c oommoniy suppose these salar- 
ies to be fict tious, but they are not. For instance, 
“Krao,” ca led the missing link.“ but in reality a 
specimen of a strange wild tribe of Nortbern Siam, 
lately exhibiied in St. Louis, was advertised as 
drawing $1000a week sa arr. Tie actual sum 
paid was $500 per week. Where there is competi- 
tion she brings $700 aud $8 Ou week, and in the 
smali cities not less than 83%. Lucia Zurate was 
paid 3800 last spring when here. Any 
kind of a good freak brings 
from 850 a week up. The camel-backed 
giri does not show ior less than $100, but was origin- 
ally brouzht out by Gregory in 8. Louis for $20 a 
week, The “midgets” al bring enor nous figures— 
figures which those who are unfamiliar with te 
souderful accretive powers of the steady-dropping 
dime wou d think it impossibie for a museum to 
pay. Cnthecontrary, tattooed people have be- 
come so common as to bring but $10 a week, while 
Circassian girls and the like, who are generaliy 
“fakes,” or frauds, can be hed as low as $5 a week. 
In other words, human curiosities will now earn as 
much money asthe best talent upon the stage.

What has been freely quoted above is only an 
index of what human crueity is capable of when 
there is a motive for it. K ngs and counis no longer 
requ.re puppets, dwarfs and moustros ties, and 
their makers have b en suppressed. Until recently 
the profit in such has been meagre and precar.ous. 
The freak wth us has been co fined to the cheap 
side-8..0w waich follows a circus, and in Europe to 
a still lower grade of peany-a-g.f shows. Bu now 
ag aia, as in the Seventeeutà Century. the freak is 
in demand, and he wins in America 
a foriune for his lucky possessor. 
Under such circums ances will he not again become 
numerous and again be made toorder? Is the 
freak not already increasing fast, and is not per- 
verted surgery Oace more at work somewhere in 
the world? l 

Consider for a moment the ¢xcessively smal! 
people that are now termed “midgets,” They are 
not dwarfs. Tom Thumb was a dwarf; that is, a 
stunted min, a very small man. But the 
“midge’s” are not diminutive men and women 
They est only as clammy-looking bits of un- 
wholesome fizsh. They are smaler than many 
babes at birth. They never grew, they never had 
growth; they ars not stunted, they are 
li:tl- more than disgusting dabsof animated putty 
Whoever looked at one Witoout a shudder. and a 
creeping, und dden f-eling that it never came so 
by fair means? We are getting accustomed even 
to “midgets” and scarcely wonder at them al- 
though the first appeared hardiy ten years ago 
Bear in mind that medica: ecieoce accounts for the 
Tom Thumbs. but u teriy fails on these living 
abortions. Consiier also that from time imme- 
morial dwarfs have been in the greatest demand; 
tuat they have 

ALWAYS BEEN GREAT PRIZES; 
that kings eudeavorei to surpass 
eich other in the smailness of 
Lieir dwarfs. Yet in all history 
we have not the siizhtest indication that a 
“midget” was ever seen or known. All nature and 
tue art and surgery of thuusands of years was only 
able to produc. such dwarfs as Tom Thumb. Its 
it too muca to suspect thatthe fortune that Tom 
Thumb made together wih his wouderfu! recep- 
tion in Europe, are responsible for the hand- 
length, uupieasaut “midgets” of to-day? If the 
„widget“ is a pure accident of nature, and is bor: 
wi hout possessing the principle of growth, how 
does it happen that he was nt born in all the 
centuries that preceJed 1875? This ig a 
subject upon which no physician is 


informed, or can give a direct opinion. 
He can only see the facts as the rest of us. fe took 


hundreds of years of chemical research to discover 
how towork rubber, Why may we not suppose 
that a physiologicai Goodyear has disc vered the 
secret of eliminating growth from the animal ody! 
Certain itis thateach year sees new “midgets” 
brought out, avd the owners riding royally to 
wealth. The midget—well, it lives. The owner 
rakes the dollars. 

In regard to the other curiosities and monstrosi- 
ties which are now exhinited so extensively, and 
which are constantly b-ing added to, it is only nec - 
essary to say that a very considerable proportion 
can be reproduced. Te first specimen of each 
may have been acc dental, but the accident is 
capable of being repsated. The knee joints of a 
child may be easil, forced bac so as to cause the 
leg to ven | the wrong way, as is seen in tie 80- 
called camel-backed girl, and the camel-backed 
boy. Nobody can manufacture Siamese twins, but 
very many distortions may be forme lat will, and 
far greater novelties than are now exhibited can be 
readily produced. The oniy tuing that stands in 
the way of our velieving tuat such wore is being 
performed is our unfamiliari:y with vice aud 
crime, aad the brutality whica exists in the lowest 
walks of life. Weare foolish enough in our kind 
hearts to believe that no one w ud hurt à child 

THE MUSEUM MANAGER. : 
What does the museum mauager say about the 
production of moustrositie:? He says what any 
other interested nan would say. He knows noth- 
ing of it, and he says truly. It is his business to 
hire avy and all curiosities that comealong that 
will pay. A ready-made tale goes with enen freak, 
and beyood tuis the mus um manager knows noth- 
ing and cares to knuw nothing. Probaviy he could 
pot ascertain. the real origin of anv given freak if 
he tried ever so hard. Tue slums and poverty 
stricken villa ges of Europe are bein t ransaoced for 
ma formation Russ a aud Italy being the most 
prolific, Tue freak, once discovered, is boug it out- 
right, or contracted for fora term ot years. In 
this country it is haniled by the piid agent 
of the European owner, By whatever foul means 
the abur ion was produced, be assured a éweet and 
affecti gz tale wili alone accom any it whe: it ap- 
broac nes the managerial office of the Americao 
Dime Museum.

What do the medical fraternity say about the 
Production of freaks? Few or none have given the 
matter any thought, and not one would like to put 

on record by walking up to some exhibited 
} Monstrosity and and pronouncing it a product of 
malicious surgery, whoever he might privately 
susprct. The surgeons, toa man, are engaged in 
repairing malformations, not making them. Not 
an intelligent representative of the profession, 
however, but will admit that distortions are much 
easier made thau mended, The skillful surgeo of 
the day kuowe bow to make a new nose when 
the natural one bas disappeared, but he never tried 
to graft forel zn flesh to a man's fore- 
head that the same individual might 
be exhibited as “a hofned man of Africa.“ 
In se@ning professional information upon perverted 
sur.ery and the like, the writer met with much 
bashfuiness on the part of prominent medical gen- 
tlemen. The point desired to be made, however, 
that the possible distor ion of the human body 1 
almost uulimited, met with the strongest possible 
imdorsemeut.

DR. CHARLES A. TODD, 

Prof-ssor of comparative anatomy at the Missou- 
ri Medical College, spoke very unreservedly and 
emphatically upon this pont. He saii in substance; 
he human body, if taken sufficiently young, 
can be pervertel to almost any extent 
w thout destroying life. Before the bones becume 
bard they may be bent and twisted in aimost any 
direction. The flesh and the face will also undergo 
a great deal of mutilation. Any surgeon could, if 
the motive existed, produce the most horrible dis- 
tortions of body and even of head. Indeed, you 
may say that the malformation that may be 
brought about is only limited bythe diabolica! 
desire: of the oper tor.“ 

“Is distortion possible after the adult period is 
reached?” 

“Oh, yes. to some extent. You have doubtiess 
read bow derviaues bave in India held out aa aru) 
at right anulesto the body until its position be- 
came fixed and the arm could not be bent again."’ 

“Do you think that children are ever mutilated or 
deformed for a purpose?" 

“Without douvt they have been so maltreated in 
Italy, and put upon the streets as beggars. There 
is much less of it than some years ago, however. 
It is among the Italian beggars that the most 
horribly deformed bodies are seen. The object is. 
of course, to excite pity aud charity.” 

“Has surgery reacued the point where it can 
really re tore a nose!“ 

“Certain y. and even the whole scalp. The entire 
scalp may be removed and then replaced by pieces 
cut from the heads of others. Tue transplanted 
hair will grow of the same color as the bead 
from whch it was taken. By judiciou~ 
selection of different colors. a humau head could 
thus be made into a checkerboard.” 

“By this art could not so ne wonderful! freaks or 
cur osities be produced! . 

“They probably could. Some years ago a French 
soldicr en Algiers made an incision ina rat's nose 
and bound the tail of another rat to it. In the 
course of time the tail took root in the nose, and 
was then cut off c ose uptothe body ofthe rat 
that owned it, Tue Frenchman then successfully 
exhibited his production i: Paris, caliim: it the 
‘trumpet-nosed rat of Africa,’ the tail growing 
quite naturaily out of the nose of the rat. 
if so much can be done with an animal, we may 
believe that similar effects could be produced upon 
the human body.“ 

OPINION OF A FREAK EXPERT. 

Dr. George G. Shley. „% is the American 
manager of the freak Krao.“ and whose uncle. 
Sig or Farini, is manager of the Royal Aquarium 
in London, is the best informed man in this country 
on the subject of human curio iies, He has for 
vears traveled all over the worid in search of them. 
penetratin, the depths of Asia and South America 
fur specimeus of curious peoples. In regard to the 
maiming and distorting of children he says: There 
is not a large city in Europe, or in America for that 
matter, where this thing is not practiced. You 
don't bel:eve it when it comes close home, but 1 tel: 
you i is so. The vicious poor are capable 
of anything. Nothing is easier than this 
maltreatment of children. Any physician 
can, in the very act of child-birth, terribly deform 
the head of the child. Ido not handle freaks thai 
are monstrosities or repulsive in appearance 
Without a doubt, though, deformities can be pro 
duced to any desired extent, and I be ieve they ar. 
produced in Europe for begging purposes. Nor is 
the mutilation of children confined entirely to the 
vicious class. There are c:ildren constantiy 
maimed in Germany and Russia that they may 
always beexempt from the odious aud arduous 
mil tary duty exacted from all men. In such cases 
the deformity or mut ilat on is carried only just far 
enough to secure exemption. Almost any injury 
to tne foot or ler that renders the 
walk imperfect is sufficient for this 
purpose. he Italian padrone, the aristocrat 
of beggars, has no more love for his ciiid than for 


a piece ef furniture, and he will maltreat it or part 


with it as readiiy.” Theee are stron: words from 
an educated German physic.anand a man familar 
wit every phase of the cheap show busicess in ali 
quarters of the giobe. 
WHAT ARE WE TO THINK? 

Does the writer of this affirm that any curiosity 
now on ex. ibition has been malciousiy produced 
for pecuniary gain? No; such a specific assertion 
would be entirely unsusceptibie of proof. But all 
of us may, and if we examine the whole 
subject must believe that such have been 
made, and that the tem vtation was 
no ver $0 grrat as now to continue the making, and 
to exerc.se the greatest ingenu ty in the production 
of novelties. Given the becunlary motive (and it 
is now at hand) and the age is capable of far sur- 
pas-ing the deviltry of the Compracnicos and the 
bruta hy of the seventeenth ceniury. As the sur- 
geons inform us that there ia no li it tothe possi- 
bilit.es of tie manipulation of the human form, so 
is tuere no limit to the brutality of a lazy beast 
who would I ke to draw $100 a week dont nothing. 
What has been done in the past is uopleasant to 
think upon; what may ve done in the near future 
1 too horrible to contemplate calmly. Freak“ 
manufacture is yet in its infancy.
